quiring a count of all parcels both in­ 
coming and outgoing. The volume of 
mail has been unusually heavy over 
the Easter time and the combined in­ 
crease has 
kept 
everybody 
on 
the 
jump. 
Every parcel which is sent out of 
Gettysburg is counted, together with 
the amount of posture it bears, 
and 
the number of the zone to which it is 
sent. All incoming mail is counted in 
the same way and the amount of post­ 
age calculated. 
When it is taken into consideration 
that scores, sometimes 
hundreds, 
of 
packages go through the 
Gettysburg 
office ciaily the amount of 
this work 
can be understood, and there is no ad­ 
ditional help allowed to do the 
task. 
The totals are all computed 
and 
the 
statistics then sent in to the 
depart­ 
ment, The period covered by the work 
is to extend from April I to April 15. 
The counting being done here is be­ 
ing duplicated all over the country at 
other post offices. Just 
what 
is 
the 
purpose of the plan is not known but 
it is believed that one of the reasons 
is to 
ascertain 
the 
amount 
which 
should lie paid to the 
railroads 
for 
carrying this feature of 
the 
postal 
business. The profit and loss account 
in the handling of 
the 
parcel 
post 
business can also la* 
largely ascer­ 
tained in tins manner.
